Allowable Subject Matter 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest, singularly or in combination at least the limitation of 
"forming a conductor in a space vacated by the first insulator layer, converting the 
conductor within the emitter opening to a third insulator such that the third insulator 
extends under at least a portion of the spacer" is the first major difference between the 
prior art and the claimed invention and the second major difference between the prior 
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art and the claimed invention is "forming a conductor in a space vacated by the landing 
pad; converting the conductor in the emitter opening and at least a portion under the 
spacer to an insulator; removing the insulator from within the emitter opening". 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
